Independently 
of th^ close economic coopeaation with socialist cotmtrieg, we are striving to 
expani trade, as well as scientific, technical, and cultural cooperation, with 
capitalist countries, vMch has been expressed many times both in words and in 
concrete deeds. 

■^e piarpose of this b\illetin is to prodide information on the course, 
achieijements, difficulties, and results of economic cooperation and on the 
activljty of the Committee and of units of economic departments dealing with 
coopeijation.

in the foreign press makes it necessary to look back and discuss briefly the 
histo^ of the Councill. 

ffhe Council for Economic Mitual Assistance, abbreviated CEMA (ro/PG), 
vas cheated in 1949 on the basis of the agreement of a group of six socialist 
count^t^s, namely, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Rumania, Hungary, and the 
USSR.; Shortly thereafter Albania joined CEMA, and in 1950 the GDR joined. 

Jhe main purpose of the Council was increase of reciprocal turnover between 

t 

meiribeh countries to meet mutual needs for raw materials and finivShed goals, 
in pai’ticularly rachf.nery and eotiipiaent needed for the developiiei'.t 
indus'^rialization of the country, 

■pie Goxmcil for Economic Mutual Assistance was organized as a European 
organizatimn. Restriction of the activity of the Council to the territory of 
Europe does not, however, interfere with the development of cooperation with 
the coxmtries of Asia. The sociilist countries of Asia take part in the work of 
the ciuncil in the character of observors, namely the Chinese People's Republic, 
the Korean People's Democratic Republic, Mongolia, and the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam, In 1958, these countries even expressed the desire of a closer binding 
of tht ties of cooperation with CEMA, 

e Coxmcil's work regime provides that Council sessions t-aVp fji^ce in llie 
capites of member couttries by turn, and the representative of the govennraent 
of thfi|t country in \diich the session is taking place is the chairman for the

session. The representatives of govemmetts in CEMA are usually irice-Premiers. 
Vice-fjremier of the Council of Ministers Piotr Jaroszewicz has been representing 
Poland for several years,

the exchange of declarations by the goremnents of the countries concerning 

the acceptance of obligations resulting from the appropriate resolutions. 

Every member country accredits a permanent substitute of the government 

representative to the RWPG seat in Moscow. The conference of substitutes 

of RWPG country representatives is a permanently active organ of the Council 

whose task it is to render aid in the realization of economic and scientific- 


technical cooperation. Initially, this conference reviews a number of matters 


for the piarpose of preparing a common position of the member nations, prepares 
certain drafts of resolutions for the session of the Council, and also 
solves a number of problems of a current nature. In principle, the conferences 
are held twice a month and one of the substites is successively chairman of 
the conference. The chairman's term of office lasts 3 months. 


2. Matters of goods turnover. 

The basic purpose for the creation of RWPG was the mutuaily 

oe i/e \o •' 

advantage goods exchange between the menber nations* As a result of* 

the economic^ blockade employed against the socialist states by the United 

States and her allies, and as a result of the discriminatorj'^ policy employed 

by her it was imperative that se^ieral resulting economic problems be solved 

by a common effort, especially insuring the countries of the peoples 

democracies with the supply of necessarv" poods. Tt sbnnlri 
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complete decisiveness that the RWPG countries had to defend themselves 
against atteripts by certain Western countries to apply economic pressures. 
On the contrary, the embargo on the export of certain raw materials and 
equipment to East European countries used by the Western nations hastened 
the development of the production of such goods and intensified work on the 
increased exchange of goods in order to insure the mutual needs of each 
countiy. 

The increased exchange is best exemplified by the folla-ring table:

As the above table shows, the growth of mutual turnovers between RWPG member 
nations was significant in the past. In 1958 also, there was a continued 
increase of turnovers, namely: turnovers during the first quarter of 195B 
rose an additional 10 percent when compared with the same period of the 
preceding year. Likewise, Polish turnovers with the RWPG countries rose 

,'v, 

significantly during this period of time. While^olish turnovers with the 

RV;PG countries amounted to 3.0U billion rubles, in 1956 we notC^hat they 

/ 

have risen to i|.6 billion rubles (index 1 ^ 2 ), In 1957, turnovers ivLth 
member nations show a further 6 percent increase with the index rising to 
162 with regard to 1950 which has been established at 100. However, this 
means that Polish turnovers with member nations have risen at a slower 
pace than the mutual turnovers of the remaining RWPG members. Several 

h. r 
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reasons and difficulties were contributing factors. Above all the deciding 
factor was the decrease in the export of coal occasioned by an insignificant 
increase of extraction coupled with a strong rise in domestic need and 
consumption. The following figures illustrate this phenomenon;

A two-fold decrease in the export of hard coal during a period of seven 
years was accompan’ed by a decrease, not really as significant, in the 
export of other products, as for example, cement, from 67U,000 tons in 1955, 
to 152,000 tons in 1957. 

In order not only to maintain but also increase imports which are and 

continue to be a necessity allied rvith the increase of industrial j'roductlon 
need 

and the increased/ of raw materials, the painful decreases had to be 
compensated for by intensifying the export of other products, primarily 
increasing the export of machines. The development of the export of machines 
appears as follows;

As the above table shows, during the seven year period in which there was 


7 . 
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a two-fold decrease in the export of caal, there was more than a four-fold 
increase in the export of machines, or in absolute figures more than a 600 
million ruble increase. Actually this increase does not compensate for the 
loss of exchange due to the decline of coal export, however, it does mitigate 
the effects of this decline. It is vrorthwhile to mention that there was a 
fiirther significant increase of machine exports during the first six months 
of 195S» According to unofficial figixres, the export of machines and 
equipment stands at Ul7 million rubles for this period, i.e., a 3B percent 
increase compared to the first six months of 1957* It should be noted that 
this huge increase is primarily due to expanded cooperation between Poland 
and the socialist countries. This is brought out by the fact that of the 
BlO million ruble total machine export in 1957, 5BU million ruble worth vras 
with the fWPG member nations, i.e., 72 percent. 

In addition, durVng this year we have exported to other socialist 
countries (Chinese Peoples Republic and other) machinery worth over 150 
million rubles, and so the combined total of machine and equipment export 
to the socialist countries amounts to over 90 percent of the total machine 
export. There is no doubt that such a significant increase in machine 
export is possible only because of strengthening cooperation between Poland 
and the socialist countries in which the RWPG plays an important role. 

3« Expanding forms of economic cooperation 

Several years of RWPG activity was motivated by attenj)ts at finding 
the appropriate forms and methods of cooperation. Beginning with the year 
195^4-, the work of the Council is yielding significantly enriching forms of 
cooperation. At that time v:e have the beginning of the first talks on the

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subject of coordinr.ting long range plans, and because of the importance of 
the problem, I am devoting a separate chapter to it. During this time the idea 
arises of creating new HWPQ organs, the so-called permanent branch 
Commissions for Economic and Scientf^c-Technical Cooperation. These 
Commissions were created by the resolution of the 7th RWPG session (Berlin 1956), 
supplemented by the resolutions of the 9th session (June 195'^) whereby they 
create a new promising form of cooperation. 

The Coal Coramissioni^^with its seat in Warsaw 

The Ferrous Metallurgy Commission with its seat in Moscow 

The Oil and Gas Affairs Comndssion with its seat in Bucarest

The Chemical Commission with its seat in Berlin 
The Bower Commission with its seat in Moscow 
The Machine Commission with its seat in Prague 
The Agricultural Cotmiission with its seat in Sofia 
The Foreign Trade Commission with its seat in Moscow 

and the Economic, Transport and Construction Commissions which are in the 
process of organization. 

The Commissions have quite varied organizational forms depending on their 

needs and the sphere of their work. They all possess their own secr|'tariats

which are constituent parts of the RliJPG Secretariat. The Commission 

■ Q -- 

Secretariats just as the Council secretariat are international prgans 
composed of specialists from various countries. The principle has been 
accepted which provides that the chairman and secretary of the Coramissionjjof 
the countrj'- in which the seat of the commission is located. 

The significance which the governments attach to the permanent RWPG 
Commissions is pointed out by the fact that the members of the Commissions 


f. 
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in the various countries are either ministers or deputy ministers. The 
Commissions act according to a subject matter and calendar plan of work 
established by themselves for a period of a year. Frequently, a special 
work grouj) is called into being to work on a specific topic and prepare 
concrete proposals and recommendations for the Commission. In certain 
Commissions having a broad field of activity it was necessary to create 
permanent branch sections. In this manner the Machine Commission created 
several branch sections such as the electro-technical section, the ship 
section, the automoti'''^e industry section and others. 

It is difficult to give meaningful evaluation of the work of the 
permanent RWPG Commissions. A period of a year, or a year and a half is too 
short for the work of an international organ in order to be able to 
effectively evaluate its work. However, it can be responsible’^ stated that 
this brief period of time has established several valuable and fruitful 
personal contacts between economic ^tivists and experts of various countries, 
the significance of which should not be underestimated. 

There is no doubt that economic cooperation, cooperation in the field 
of exchanging technical and organizational experiences can develop rrwige 
quicker when it is based on personal familiarity and mutual understanding 
between people. Besides, the practi^ of calling meetings of the Commission, 
sections and work groups in various member nations provides an opportunity 
to become familiar with the industry of various countries, its productive 
capabilities and needs. Finalljr, the mutual discussion of various economic 
and technical subjects expands possibilities and facilitates new outlooks 
on many matters, and results in finding solutions which under different 
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circumstances it would be very difficult to do. 

One of the real subjects demanding a solution on an international scale 

within the framevjork of the RWPG is the problem of the international division 

of labor and especially the problem of specialization and industrial 

cooperation. This is without a doubt one of the most important of problems 

facing the Council and its organs, while at the same time it is one of the 

most difficult and complicated matters to investigate and solve. 

Specialization in the industry of the various countries is the result of 

various factors. Primarily, one must take into consideration the specific, 

actually existing factual state which is the result of historically true 

facts diiring the pre-war period, at times from the period during the vrar, 

quite frequently during the period after the liberation and prior to the 

time when the rilWPG undertook work on the coordination of plans and 

specialization. The existing state of affairs in the sphere of production 

and at times certain facts still unforeseen in the sphere of production 
and 

9DiiibCDiEKK;6gxx±KSX existent in the form of more or less advanced investments 
create elements constituting a start \ng point for further work and 
considerations. 

That is why the development of production specialization in RWPC- 

countries should be closelj'" tied and analyzed against the background of 

the perspective development plans of the member nations. Work in the field 

mastering 

of specialization should first of all pertain to new products 

which have heretofore not been produced as vras expressed in the resolut'ons 
of the Council session. Irrespective of this, work is also being done on 
specialization in products alreadj'- mastered, which could bring about greater 

I 


Z/' 
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serial production which in turn would create conditions for lowering 
production costs. In any instance, undertaking a decision in the sphere of 
specialization denands economic accounting. 

Thanks to economic cooperation one can recently observe a significant 
increase of cooperaf^on especially in the sphere of the machine industr^^. 
This is based among other things on the common construction of certain 
industrial projects as for example the construction of Polish sugar mills 
in the Chinese Peoples Republic with the cooperation of the Czech machine 
industry. Similarly, the delivei^;- to Poland of a cement plant and oth‘:r 
plants from the Germ.an Democratic iicpublic is resulting in numerous 
agreements concerning cooperation with Polish machine factories in these 
deliveries. As is knoi-m, the construction of a Rumanian cellulose factory 
which id.ll receive sugar cane from the Upper Danube, depends on deliveries 
from three countries: Czechoslovakia, German Democratic Republic and Poland. 

The first serious attempt to regulate the specialisation of certain 
machines was accomplished at a meeting of a RWPG work group in 1956 and 
formulated in a corresponding resolution of the 7th RWPG session. The 
resolut^’.on of the 7th session undoubtedly constitutes an important 
contribution in the mfitter of specialization of the machine industiy 
production cn an international scale. It is the initial step for further 
work in this field of consolidating certain arrangements, completing 
certain calculat-i ons and drawing up the appropriate agreements. In certain 
instances the completed specialization demands additions, improvements 
and at times a new approach to the iruitter. Economic changes taking place 
in various countries as viell the technical changes taking place in 
construction and at times in the technoiogj'’ of various products demand 
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and will demand a new examination of previously accepted arrangements. That 
is why matters of specialization and cooperation in industry must be treated 
as continually actual, demanding studies, mutual consultations and above all 
arriving at cone bus tions which give mutual economic benefits, hence based on 
economic accounting. 


U. Scientific-technical cooperation 
One of the essential spheres of cooperation between RV/PG member 
nations is the mutual exchange of scientific-technical experiences. The 
importance with which the Counc 11 regards these matters can be sho’.'m by the 
fact that already at the second meeting of the PiWPG in 19ii9 the organizational 
principles of mutual scientific and technical aid and the means of settling 
ac cotints wore established. 

The transfer of technical experiences, new scientific research 

achievements, and technological documentation takes place according to the 

V.\'\tiTCRal 

recommendations of the Council on the basis of ^ mu t ual nAjuntiHe n t and 

cost^of preparing the documentation for 
transfer, hence, the cost of translation (where it has been established), 
making multiple copies, etc., and also susta-^ning the costs o^ maintaining 
experts providing technical aid. It has been established that license 
certificates will not be collected. On the basis of this resolution and 
the earlier experiences of mutual eopperation in this sphere, and esjecially 
on. the basis of the results of the Polish-Soviet commission for scientific- 
technical cooj'eration which began its work in 19h7 f our country' has signed 
a wiMterwagreementb with all the socialist countries.--^A4[q9pi*^SB government 
bilateral Commissions between Poland and other socialist countries are

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active up to the present moment. In this manner Poland has received important 
technical aid primarily from the UdSR b 3 '’ making available to us her 
technological, construction and other experiences. At the last session of the 
Polish-doviet Commission held in Moscow in 1958 a resolution was adopted 
calling f'or the transfer to Poland of several unusually valuable project 
and technological docuiaentations for our chemical industry. The creation of 
of RWPG multilateral branch Commissions facilitates a nex^ approach on matters 
of mutual technical aid. That is why at present work is going on and viei*7s 
are being exchanged on the subject of further improving the forms of 
cooperation in this field. 

5 . The coordination of long-range plans. 

The first work on adjusting long-range plans in points of the mutual 

overlapping of the economy of various member nations began in 1955 and were 

the 

conducted on quite an extensive scale in 1956.. Thanks to/establishment of 
uniform j^eriods o:^ time for long-range planning in most of the RWPG member 
nations (the period 1956-1960 was accepted), iTOrk on the coordination of 
long-range plans was made easier. The results of this work in which ten 
specialists from each countrj'' took part was summed up and drax-m up in the 
form of resolutions during the 7th Berlin Session of the RV/PG. The resolutions 
of this session ,are an attempt at further expanding economic cooperation 
between the socialist countries by coordinatitig some mutually related 
sectors of the national and branches of industry. There is no doubt that 
the recommendations of the Council in this sphere and in the field of 
mutual deliveries of the more important goods for the period 1957-1960, 
as the first experience of activity in the field multilateral coordination 


/y 
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of plans for the development of the economy have plaj^’ed a positive role. 

Matters which were not examined at the 7th session of the Council, were 
discussed in a bi-and multilateral manner Iqir experts; 'or iby the Council 
Commission and were further discussed at the 8th Warsaw Council Session in 
June 1957» This session was of real significance in the development of 
mutual economic relations. 

One of the more important problems examined at the 8th session was the 
participation of member nations in the development of the Polish coal industrj’-. 
An agreement signed with the German Democratic Republic on hor^ participation 
in the development of the extraction of brown coal in Poland in the form of 
I4.OO million ruble credit and in the form of the deliverj’- of equipm<-mt, goods, 
and technical aid, and after that an agreement signed ivith Czechoslovakia on 
her participation in the development of hard coal mining in the form of a 
250 million ruble credit are the results of the work accomplished at the 
RWPG sessions (especially at the 7th and 8th) and the work of other 
Council organs. 

In addition, the 8-th session of the RWPG on the basis of experiences 
connected with the coordination of plans and with the specification of 
mutual deliveries of the more important goods for the period 1957-1960 
reached the conclusion that in the future national economic plans must be 
coordinated on the basis of a longer period of time, covering periods of 
IO-I5 years, however, mutual deliveries will be adjusted over shorter 
periods of time. In this manner the 8th Warsaw RWPG session became the 
starting point for work on the multilateral coordination of perspective plans. 
It was established that the coordination of plans would include only the 

/i/ 
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most important fields such as the fuel and power base, ferrou^and non-ferrous 
metallurgy together with raw materials, basic cheiriical products, the most 
important branches of the machine industry'-, certain matters connected with 
the balance of agricultural raw materials, certain mutual transport matters 
and some other matters. 

As a result o-f* several preparatory^ works, the 9th RWPC session established 
a framework program and a term of work for the adjustment of perspective plans 
by resolving that the plans for the period 1961-1975 v;ill be discussed and 
coordinated by the end of I960 and the plans for the period up to 1965 will 
be discussed and coordinated by the middle of 1959 • In this manner the 
Council is trying to avoid the difficulties which existed in the coordination 
of the previous plan and resulted from the fact that such work was being 
done during the course of the realization of the plan. 

The adjustment of the mutual delivery of the more important goods for 

the period up to 1965 by the middle of 195? will enable the countries to 

put the final touches to their own domestic plan in enough of time before 

(rwltilateral , 

the plan begins to be realized. The manner for the/adjustment of plans for 
the development of the national econony which has been accepted is such that 
first, i.e., the delivery of the more important goods should be adjusted in 
195^ » while the multilateral talks should take up only those matters which 
were not or could not be solved in bilateral talks. In this manner the 
bilateral agreements become both the culmination of multilateral adjustments 
(for example, the signing of bilateral agreements resulting from jttultilateral 
adjustments) as well as the beginning of work on the development of economic 
coop-oration.

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6. The problems of coordinating the activity of Polish 
organs of cooperation with foreign countries 

As I emphasized earlier there undoubtedly exist objecl^difficuities in 
the dfivelopnent of international economic cooperation. However, it should 
be stated that besides objective factors there are also subjective factors 
based on the inability of seme of our delegates in the various EWPO organs 
and other organizations of cooperation to take advantage of the various 
possibilities that cooperation can offer. There is felt within the country 
the lack of coordination in the undertakings of the various Polish 
representatives in the RWPG commissions and in the activity of our delegates 
and ministries in other international economic organizations. 

In order to fill this gap the government adopted a resolution in 
which established the Committee for Economic and Scientific -Technical 
Cooperation ^irith Foreign Countries within the Council of Ministers. 

Piotr Jaroszewicz, Deputy Chairman of the Council of Ministers has been 
appointed Chairman of the Committee, Besides a permanent official assistant 
to the chairman and a secretary'- of the Committee, it consists of;, the 
Minister of Foreign Trade, the Minister of Finance, the Assistant Chairman 
of the Planning Commission, the Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
Deputy of Heav;'- Industry who are all permanent members as well as ministers 
and deputy ministers of other economic ministries v;ho are nor.-pormament 
members . 

The tasks of the Committee include the coordination of the work of the 
min’stries, representing Poland in international economic organizations for 
the purpose of increasing economic and scientific -technical cooperation and 
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securing increased mutual trade benefits, Basic problems are discussed and 
examined at meetings of the Committee, At present the work is being done by 
several people employed in the office of the Committee i-xhich is directed by 
the Secretary of the Committee, 

The Committee for Cooperation xvith Foreign Countries began operations 

in May 1959. "he object of special interest to the Committee is obviously 

the Council for Mutual Economic Aid, However, the Committee attaches great 

significance to the development of cooperation between Poland and other 

world organizations to which Poland such as the UN European Economic Commission

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Revlftw of the Activit;^' of the Permanent Conmissions of 
the Council of Mutual Economic Aid 


1. General Information 

A review of the activity of the HWPG Permanent Cor'imissions and the 
attempt to eA'^aluate was MR* on the basis of the reports of the 


activitj'" of th^j^onnissiDns sent by the Chainnen of the Polish Delegations 
to the various Commissions. 

Although this type of report has been compiled for the first time and

although the Committee in its brief | heretofore activity /has not yet- 




its oi-m form of reporting, consequently the material acquired can only provide 
a general review of the activity of the Coromission vrithout a specific analysis 
of its activity. Within the framework of the RV7PG there were active at the 
IX Session 13 Permanent Branch Committees and Permanent Transport Work 
Group. 


The organization of certain Commissions, besides the makeup of the 
Commission itself, include sections, sub-sections and long-term work groups 
as organs of permanent cooperation. In addition, depending on the needs, 
work groups composed of experts from the interested RWPG member nations are 
created for special tasks. During the period beginning with the third quarter 
of 1956 up until 15/6/1958 > there wore held: 

- 3U meetings of 13 Permanent Comrrissions and one of the Permanent 
Transport Group 

- 93 meetings of 38 Permanent Sections

scraps and also problems pertaining to substitute materials and the 
development of the cellulose industry. 

10. Foreign Trade Conunission - with its seat in Moscow and its task of; 

- working out problems pertaining to foreign trade between Rif/PG member 
nations; 

- coordinating foreign trade betvreen RWPG members and capitalist countries. 

11. Commission for the Coordination of Plans and the Construction of Complete 
Objects for the Foreign Market - with- its seat in Moscow and its task of: 

- preparing proposals for the coordination of efforts on the part of

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member nations and capitalist countries* As a result, sev''^ral bilateral 
agreements were signed* 

At the 9th RWPG Session held in June 1959 in Bucharest, it was decided 
to summon into being the Economic, Transport and Construction Comiss ions 
which are presently in the process of organisation. It was also decided 
to dissolve the Geolog;','-, Wood and Cellulose and Complete Objects Commissions 
whose tasks '■.jere assigned to the appropriate branch commissions 

III. An Attempt to Evaluate the Sphere and jiesults of the Activity 
of the Commission and Its Proposals 

In order -to attempt to evaJ.uate the earlier acti-vity of the Commission 
one should keep in mind the following aspects: 

- The Committee does not yet have available complete materials which would 
give a complete picture of its activity completed id-thin the framework of 
cooperation between Rvi/PG member nationsj 

- The review of Comiiission activity discussed in this report refers to a 
period of l-l|- years of their existence. During this period the Commissions 
held barely 1-3 meetings. 

- As a result of direct consultations between work group-'S there occij|red a 
mutual familiari/.ation between specialists and in additii n to this, thanks 
an exchange of practices, documentation, information, etc. important 
benefits were also achieved. 

As a result of this exchange it was possible to straighten out 
production in se-'^eral plants, improve or use new technology, make more 
efficient the use of equipment, introduce into production new proven 
techniques from other co-rntries, _etc . This is no small achievoment because 
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En the meantime, it does nozwft/mmsS^aSS^SSS' to 


to a great extent it has helped in increasing our production. 

In connection ’.iP.th the above completed review of the work of the vari ms 
Commissions, the RWPG is moving to take a closer look at the following 
problems. During the period of Ri/FG Commission work under discussion, the 
following organizational and methodological forms of Commission ^jork have 

taken shape. Half of the Commission worked aSpPii ■ijiiiim i^TiTT^ iT : the 

Commission, Permanent Sections and the non-permanent work groups, while t'-n 
roiiiain ing Commissions worked eompeaed Conmissions and non-perrnancnt 

Work Groups, What organizational form of the Commission is the b‘=st is 
difficult to determine on the basis of previous experience's. 

suggest some sort 

of rigid organizational arrangernent, howev'-r, it is undoubterlly just to saj’ 
that organizational multiple gradation hinders final adjustment, confirmation 
and realization of recommendations made by work organs. 

In general it can be said that the selection of subject matter was

closely cor.nedted with the development of branch comni.ssion work 
periods of time. In the beginning the characteristic feature of subject 
matter was an effort to expand the exchange of information and general 
data mutually interesting to RV/PG member nations^ and then, in hastening to 
achieve real economic and scientific-technical cooperation, the .subj'*ct 
matter began to assume a more definite character. 

However, the characteristic thing in the expanding problematics was 
the non-concentration on fundamental perspective problems vjh'ch as a result 
in many instances led to the non-execution orTexecution of tasks >4 a- Inter- 


Duri-^g this period, the the fundamental problems of economic subject 
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pertaining in the first place to the problems of production specicalization 
and cooperation vere not satisfactorily solved in the Permanent Comniosions . 
It appears th^t one of the reasons for th’S was the uncoordination of all 
economic goals such as the balance of payments, trade agreements, etc. which 
in their own way assured the realization of the establishments undertaken in 
the natter of production specialization and cooperation. 

In general, it can be stated that the activity of the corranissicn can be; 
characterized by three stages: 

1. The first stage is the utilization of mutual information and the exchange 
of experiences on the directions of development of the various econoioic 
branches and the attained level of scientific research and the introduction 
of technical progress. 

2. Jhe second stage is the attempts and partially completed adjustments in 
the methodology of work, in establishing a uniform nomenclature, statistical 
data, indexes, norms and standards, and familiarization viith markets. 

3. The third stage which is presently in the process of realization is the 
tendency to strengthen economic and scientific-technical cooperation, to 

discuss the principles and directions of specialization in the various

Hi/PG countries and their partial realization, to in the 

preparation of perspective plans and direction of investment, and to 
accept them as courses of additional fundamental activity in the work of 
Permanent Commissions. 

At the same tine there appears the tendency to adjust the previous 
activity of HWPG vxork organs on the basis of experiences achieved hron 
previous work. 
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IVv^ Session of the Ri'JPG Permanent Chemical Goiruilssion 

Th';re was held from 28 July-1 August 1958 in Berlin the IV Session of 
the Permanent Economic and Scientific -Technical Cooperation Comnissicn on 
the chemical industry. The deliberations of the Session were chaired by the 
Chairman of the Permanent Commission, comrade V/. WinVler (East Germany). 

The 17 Session vras the object of great interest on the part of the 
RWPG leadership as is proven by the fact that taking part in it was the 
Secretary of the Council for Mutual Economic Aid, comrade B. Faddiejew 
and the alternate Representative of the URL [Hungarian Peoples Reiublic] 
government in RWPG, comrade Ostrowski. Also present as observers were the 
representatives of the Chinese Peoples Republic and the Korean Peoples 
Republic. In the absence of the Minister of the Chemical Industr:^'-, Engr. 

A. Radlinski, the Polish delegation at the IV Session of the Permanent 
Chemical Commission was headed by the Undersecretary of the State, Engr. 

A. Kowalski. 

The principal point on the agenda of the IV Session was the di'-cussion 
and confirmation of a temporary’- plan for the development of the basic 
branches of the chemical industrj’’ in Rl«JPG countries up unti.l 1975 prepareii 
by a work group for the perspective plan on the basis of the proposals of 
branch work groups and with the participation of prominent experts of all 
interested countries. 

This plan included plastics and synthetic resins, synthetic fibers, 
sjmthetic rubber, basic organic raw materials, mineral fertilizers, 
phosphorous and potassium raw materials, sulphuric acid, sulfur bearing 
raw materials as well as soda ash and caustic soda. Consequently, it provides 
an extensive survey of the productioh and needs of this basic group of 
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chemical articles and raw materials in HWPG countries until 1975# it^ provides 
an analysis of the technical level of production as comj^ared to the technical 
level of highly industrialized capitalist coiuitriesj it portrays the 
situation in the field of scientific research and plan work} it includes 

proposals concerning the principal directions in the development of techniques 

Retarion 

in the chemical industry’- of Co'uncil nations the optimum magnitude 
of production ties with the existing power and raw material base* and 
presents proposals in the matter of coordinat''ng the development of the 
chemical industry in KkJPG countries from the point of view of the interests 
of the entire socialist camp. 

Although this plan is not yet coiT5‘)lete_^ since in the present stare of 
work on the perspective plan it was difficult to establish the factual 
needs of the various countries for chemical products, to conclaslvely define 
the tics between the chemical industry and the remaining branches of industry 
and ^on aider the investment possibilities of various countries for insuring 
the established tempo of development of the chemical industry - it, however, 
is of great practical value to the planning organs of our countries and 
constitutes an important step fonvird in preparing and coordinating the 
perspective plan for the development of the chemical industry of all Council 
countries as a whole. 

As a result of this point of view, the IV Session of the Permanent 
confirmed 

Chemical Gommission/the temporary concept for the development of the basic 
branches of the chemical industry'' of R'WPG countries up until 1975 and 
resolved: 

a) to send the above plan to the RWPG Secretariat in the form of informative

With this purpose in mind, the various work grou;)S are obliged to 
prepare by November 1955 supplementary proposals pertaining to production 
specialization and the construction of new production capabilities in the 
field of sjTithfttic rubbers, plastics, petro-cheraistrj^, inorganic products, 
dyes, auxiliary means for the textile industry'-, photo-chemical articles, 
pharmaceutical products, cellulose and paper, as well as several articles 
of the rubber industry''. 

In addition, the 9th Session recommended that the period of the 
mutual delivery of chemical articles and other forms of cooperation for 
1961-1965 be considered as widely as possible in bilateral agre'^ments which 
in agreement vrith the resolution of the 9th Council Session should bo 
completed by October 1955* > 

d) to transfer to the forthcoming 10th RWPG Session the task of examining 
the most important problems and proposals connected with the development, 
specialization and cooperation in the production of mineral fertilizers, 
plastics, synthetic fibers, and sAmthetic rubber in the yeai^-.s 196l-l965« 

Entering into play here are such problems as the anticipated production 
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levftl fropi 1961-1965 of mineral fertilizers, plastics, synthetic fibers, 

and synthetic rubber, satisfying the needs of raw materials for the production 

of mineral fertilizers in the light of completed agreements, multilateral 

cooperation in the development of the raw material base for the j'roduction 

of phosphorous and potassi’om fertilizers (espp'cially interesting '’or P land 

here is the project for the construction and opening by joint effort of a 

flotation plant for Soviet apatites [few words illegible] Past r.ormany, 

Czechoslovakia and Poland), specialization and cooporntion in the field of 

plastics, synthetic fibers, synthetic rubbers, etc. It was established that 

the 

these proposals would be prepared by/perspective plan work group ^vLth the 
participation of the appropri.ate branch groups and completed by October 195'i* 
Together vri.th the proposals pertaining to the most important prcblens 
for the development of the basic branches of the chemical industry, the 
IV session of the Permanent Chemical Comnission decided to transfer to the 
10th f£l/PG Session the proposals and desiderata in the matter of insuring 
this industry with the necessary machines, equipment, metallurgical 
materials, fittings and equipment for the automation of production p''ocesies. 

The above materials vrill be prepared according to an agreed nofienrlature 
and in agreem'-nt Tin.th the organs of the ''Yrmanent Machinery Commission. 

In order to evaluate and confirm all th'^ nntorials and proposals which vnll 
be transferred to th^ 10th RWPG Session, it was decided to hold the V 
Session of the Permanent Chemical Commission at the end of October 195B. 

iiecomnendini:: the preparation of concroto proposals in the natter of 
chemical production sperialization and coordination, the IV wiession 
unanimously adopted the stand that in such work one must take into c 'nsli-^ratioii 
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the rau natorial, power and cadre situation in the various countries and at 
the same time struggle against autarchistic tendencies. The principle vras 
also accepted that new production capabilities, maximal from the ecocomic 
point of ■'/iftw, should be initiated first there where the natural conditions 
are the best, vrhile the production of such basic groups of chemical 
products such as artificial fertilizers, s^mthetic fibers and plastics, due 
to their continuous increasing need, should b<= developed in call Council 
countries. 

The IV Session of the Permanent Chemical Commiss-’cn devoted much 
attention to matt'^rs of scientific-research and plan work due to the 
assumption that only by this way can the present backwardness in this field 
be liquidated and to base the further development of the chemical indusUy 
in Counc3.1 countries on the leading achievements of modern technol oc". 

In ordert to realize* these tasks, two non-permanent work groups were 
called into being: a scientific-research and experimentation group and a 
plan and equipment group for the chemical industry. The task of the first 
group is the preparation of concrete recommendations insuring the coordination 
of plans on scientific -research and experimentation in the field of the 10 
basic technical problems having a fundamental significance for the 
development of the chemical industry in Coxmcil nations. The principle was 
adopted that for each of the categories there vri.ll be a directing country 
assigned which will be responsible for coordinating the work of the research 
centers of the remaining countries, eliminate the duplication of work, and 
establish dates by which time the work is to be completed. At the came 
time, this group is to submit proposals concerning the eventual purch'se 


/ 
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of Certain licenses and ready pro j nets from capitalist countries. 

The group of projects and arrangements consist'^ng of the representatives 
of principal project organizations in the chenical, rubber, cellulose -paper 
industry and the representatives of the machine industry should prepore a 
list of typical projects for chemical^hich are supposed to be built dor'ng 
the years 1961-1965, designate countries to prepare various projects, specify 
dates by which time the projects should be completed and establish which 
countries vjill profit from the prepared typical projects. 

In addition this group should undertake the problem of the unlficatl n 
and standardization of the basic aggregates and arrangements of the chemical, 
rubber and the cellulose-paper industries, establish the need for th<* most 
complicated equipment not produced heretofore in Council countries together 
with proposals for undertaking their production by various countries, and 
draw up a list of equipment and licenses which ’■rill eventually be purchased 
from abroad, and designate the countiy which should conduct the trade talks. 
The conclusion date for the work of the above two groups was set for 
November 1958. 

In another part of its deliberations, the IV Session confirmed the 
proposals of work groups undertaken in the period between sessions and 
recommended their realization, it made changes in the Statute of the P'^rmanent 
Commission in connection with extending the period of its activity on the 
problems of the cellulose -paper industry, it accepted the work plan of the 
Commission for the last 6 months of 1958, it established the format and the 
date of publishing the information bulletin for 1958, and it created two 
new branch work groups: th'; cellulose and paper industry work group and

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and the sjuthetic rubber work group. 

II Meeti ng of the Polish-Czechoslovak Economic 
Cooperation Committee 

From 18-21 August 1958 there was held the 2nd meeting of the 'olish- 
Czechoslovak Economic Cooperation Coronittee at which vras evaluated the results 
of cooperation for the period since the first meeting, i.e., October 1957 
and at which new problems concerning cooperation in the chemical, metallurgical 
and machine industries were discussed. 

Problems of the chemical industiy were one of the fundamental questions 
discussed at the Committee meeting. In this field decisions were made on 
mutual deliveries during the period of 1961-1965 of such goods as: from 
Poland to Czechoslovakia, industrial salt, soda ash, carbide, carbon 
electrodesj from Czechoslovakia, cryolite, potassium permanganate, staple 
viscose filament and titanium white. 

Both sides adjusted speciali?|ation and the increase of mutual 
deliveries of dyestuffs in future years. Poland ivill increase the import of 
light resistant dyestuffs, while Czechoslovakia will import tri-phenyl- 
raethane dyeituffs. In the very near future there will be a meeting of 
specialists from the pharmaceutical industry’’ to coordinate production, 
mutual deliveries and expand the export assortment in the pharmaceutical 
industry. 

An agreement was reached for the coordination of the develop.raent of 

synthetic fibers. In the first phase Poland will concentrate its efforts on 

fibers 

starting the production of acriloojEtril/and Czechoslovakia will begin the 
production of terephthalic fibers, in this manner both countries will 

mutually supply their needs of both fibers beginning with 196U» At the

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same tine both coiintries are exchanging their production experiences and 
documentation needs so that after 1965 both countries viill begin the production 
of the two types of fibers on a mass scale. 

Also brought up was the problem of the necessity of undertaking efforts 
in Poland, Czechoslovakia and other RWPG nations to insure the intended 
development of the chemical industry, and especially providing the necessary’- 
equipment to the nitrogen and phosphorous industry, for the processing of 
crude oil and petrochemical production, for the production of synthetic 
rubber, and to the rubber, artificial fiber, plastic mass, cellulose and 
paper, and the coke -chemical industries. 

As a result of this work will be undertaken by a separate group composed 
of specialists from both countries to establish the sphere of cooperation 
in planning, construction, production and cooperation in the deliv<-'ry of 
such equipment. 

The Committee confirmed an agreement and a program of direct coop-iration 
between production institutes and enterprises of the chemical industi-y 
ministries of both countries for the years 1958-59 establishing close 
technical and research cooperation in such spheres of production and research 
as carbides, dyes and lacquers, sulphuric acid, fertilizers and the processing 
of crude oil. For the purpose of rationally utilizing the free production* 
forces, both ministries will be informing each other about capabilities 
in various spheres of production. 

Of the more important enactments in the field of metallurgy undertaken 
by the Gomnlttee, mention should be made of the coordination of quality 
steel production programs for the years 1961-1965 and the programs for 
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for rolling raediun and heavj^ profiles in the years I56I-I965. The Conrnittee 
also recommended the mutual coordination of investment goals for the most 
effective utilization of assets and insuring the various needs and for 
achieving better technical results* 

This problem as well as the further possibilities of deepening already 
tried cooperation between institutes, planning offices and enterprises of the 
metallurgical industry will be discussed within the next few months at a 
meeting of specialists from both sides. Th^ ^eo ■ iipiil e hii i fl reviei,v of 

shown that this manner of executing various concrete- 
enactments of the Committee as well as the operative forms of contacts 
within the framev7ort: of organizational forms established by the Coimnittce 
have yielded useful results, 

»Jithin the framework of direct cooperation between metallurgic.-'! 
ministries scores of reports have beor exchanged on the work of research 
institutes and construction and plan information. Operatively, many practices 
and expert consultations have been realized. The exchange of metal l.urg Leal 
goods boyond those called for in the trade agreement is progressing 
satisfactorily and is insuring the needs of both countries in short-lasting, 
rarely-rolled and deficit products. Contingents introduced into the trade 
agreement for industrial cooperation in the amount of 10 billion rubles 
for each side have been $0 percent realized during the first 6 months of 
1958. 

In the machine industry the object of cooperation was the delivery to 
Czechoslovakia of casting equiijment and machines, Stauffer lubricators, 
shovels and cast-iron sewage pipes and others, while deliveries to P^oland 



if 
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includfid building garnitures, wedges for wood, bathing tubs and stoves, 
industrial fittings and several others. The direct contacts xrith the industries 
made possible the signing of agreements for deliveries to Poland of machine 
tools for the production of anti -friction bearings from 1958-60 and the 
transfer of technical documentation for certain types o^ machine tools which 
xrill be produced in Poland. 

The possibilities of far-reaching technical cooperation, the coordinabicn 


of research work, cooperation and specializationj^sclosedjmeetings between 
the representatives of the tele-radio technical industry of both countries. 


Enactments in this field will bo appropriately utilized by signing long- 
term trade agreements. 

One of the more important achievements of cooperr-tion in the motor 
industry is the enactment pertaining to the preparation of 706 RTO busses. 
Poland will be importing annually until 1965, 1,000 chassis of Czechoslovak 
production, which will be assembled in the country based on the technical 
documentation supplied by Czechoslovakia. It should be mentioned that 
Czechoslovakia will provide technical aid to Poland in starting the assembly 
of the mentioned busses. It is anticipated that production will begin in 1958* 

In May 1953, there was a meeting of government delegates of both 
countries at which the problem of trade exchange and specialization in 
certain fields of the machine, chemical and metallurgical industries was 
adjusted for the years 1961-1965. During the second meeting of the 
Committee the realization of recommendations in this matter was discussed. 

The mentioned recommendations specify that the Czechoslovak machine industry 
will produce for Polish needs certain types of machine tools, machines for 
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the consimer and artificial fiber industries, measuring equipment, automobil 
and others, while Poland will deliver to Czechoslovakia certain types of 
machine tools, mining machines, shovels, construction cranes, casting 
equipment, etc.

several additional problems found 
regarding mutual deliveries and coordination in the machine industry. The 
problem of cooperation in the field of complete objects deserves mention 
as regards the needs of both countries and those of third markets - 
possibilities in this field will be examined in the very near future by 
special groups of experts. 

Significant vitality was displayed by the Permanent Polish-Czechcslovak 
Transport Commission established by the Committee, It fixed tasks for 
itself, as for example, the coordination of a transport plan for MI96I- 
1965, arranged the transit of Czechoslovak goods through Polish ports and 
Polish goods through Czechoslovakia, and organized common border stations. 
The Committee also considered at the meeting the problem of arranging 
the further exchange of scientific-technical experiences and recommended 
that it progress in a manner that should facilitate cooperation in this 
field and reduce to a minimum the bureaucratic prolongation of matters.

A special woxic group for the construction of oil pipelines fTM the 
U88R to East Oermanx* Poland* CaeehosloTakia and Hungary held a aaeting 
in Warsaw frcn 25-29 Septenber* 1958* Participating in it were the 
representatiTSs of all interested countries including the Bulgarian 
r^rMflntatife and the BMFG Secretariat. 

The IX BHFQ Session reooienended that the pemanent Oil and Qas Industry 
ConacLsslon* organiser of the abowe conference* examine this problen (together 
with the Hetallurgieal and Traaqwrtation Coamissions). 

The reconaendation of the IX Session was dictated hy the desire to 
solTe the difficult situation which will appear in the near future concerning 
the transport of crude oil fron the USSR to European countries of the peopl^ 
democracy in connection with the necessity of increasing the delivexy of 
erode oil sereral-fold to these countries in order to insure the extensire 
plans for the developaent of the crude oil refining industry in these 
countries. The exeluslTe tank-ear transport method used vip until now will 
be meeting with greater difficulties resulting both from the limited 
facilities of railroad lines as well as frmi the huge increase in the need 
for tank cars* not taking Into consideratimi that the transport oil by 
railway stodc is <me of the most eicpenslTe types of transportation.
